the great possibilities for an 
affair 


which will forever adorn the pages of 
history. 


When Governor Rollins named the 


committee of ton prominent men, one 
from each county, little was said, ex- 
cepting that he had made a selection of 
men which meant success for any un- 
dertaking which they were called upon 
to attend to. The names of the men 
are well-known to all our citizens and 
they have mapped out a plan which 
means that Portsmouth and the entire 
state are to witness one of the grandest 
affairs that bas ever been recorded in 
New England. It means an event to 
which the eyes of tbe people of the 
entire country will look upon with the 
closest interest. By the act of the leg- 
islature New Hampshire will have tho 
pleasure of welcoming the veterans of 
the navy of the north and south in one 
grand reunion, and by the clever fore- 
sight of the committee Portsmouth and 
the state will have the pleasure of en 
tcrtaiuiog the president of tho United 
Sates and all the distinguished man of 
the day. 


All these plans were talked over and 


formulated here in Portsmouth 
on 


Thursday, when the committee, with 
Chairman William P. Chadwick of Exe- 
ter, held their first business meeting at 
the Bockingbam. 
Tbe meeting was 


full of interest and the members have 
determined to make the occasion a 
mark in history that will live in the 
minds of the people for years. 


The plan as l»id down by the com- 


mittee is as follows, and the chairman 
of the committee has the personal as- 
surance of Secretary Long that tbe 
navy department will do everything 
possible to aid in making the occasion 
one of complete success: The battle 
ships Kearsarge and Alabama will be 
ordered here the latter part of next 
Juno, accompanied by vessels of the 
North Atlantic squadron, for the pur- 
pose of receiving the gift of the state. 
In addition to presenting the Kearsarge 
with sbmetbing appropriate, it ia the 
plan to present the Alabama with a 
suitable reminder of the feeling of 
unity that now exist* between the north 
and south, 


The aff*ir will be in tbe nature ol a 


joining of hand* between the veterans 
,of tbe navy of tbe north and south in 
the Civil war. It was the Kearsarge 
which fought the Alabama, and the 
cleverly conceived plan to bring those 
two. great fighting ships together in 
Portsmouth harbor in commemoration 
of tbe historic old teasels which fought 
during tbe war will stir up tbe greatest 
interest ia the oetobrUfob. 


The committee confidently expects 


that President McKinley, Admiral Dew- 
ey, the governor of Alabama, Governor 
Rollins oC New liamshire, Secretary 
Long, Ex-Secretary Herbert aud many 
other prominent men, will be present. 


Th« state troor.s will report here in 


tho morning aud participate in the cere- 
monies, which will probably last three 
days. 


The gifts to the 1/attlesLips will bo 


subscribed by tho people of the state 
and the ceremonies will be a state affair. 


That Portsmouth will do everything 


possible to make the affair one of the 
greatest and grandest of all events in 
her history goes without saying. 


TLo invitations will be issued within 


ten days and other details will be given 
to the public in tbe near future.

fault-finding over Gen. Otis'* recent 
operations In the Philippines. The, Sec* 
retary of War has been fully advised 
of tlie purpose of the active movements 
south of Mutiila ami westward along 
the line of the Dagupfln Railway. The 
naal move iu this preliminary game 
was made, when Gen. Lawiou ad- 
vanced toward San Isldro. 
, 


From official sourceb it is learned 


that these operations \have been very 
necessary to a proper opening of the 
general campaign. Gc^n. Otis'a plans 
for the fall operations' contemplate a 
complete advance into the north coun- 
try with the object of penetrating the 
Filipinos' stronghold at Tnrlac. This 
is called by the unlives their capital, 
and Aguiuuldo has made Tarlac his 
headquarters. 


To operate properly against Tarlac, 


Gen. Otis believed it uecensary to 1m e 
a base of supplies as far north afe pos- 
sible. Sun Isidro, on the Uio Grande, 
was selected as the particular olnjecthe 
point for this purpose. Its situation on 
the river made It accessible by water, 
and supplies coukl be forwarded on 
uiucoes as. well as by land. iTor weeks 
past preparations have been made to 
equip San Isidro as a huso, and sup- 
plies by the ton 1m e been gathered at 
Manila for Hhipmont north. It was 
necessary to move cautiously, however, 
and to deceive the insurgents wftth the 
belief, that the operations were only 
temporary, and at tlie same time clear 
the country as much as possible for an 
advance to\vard San Isidro. 
» rirst the move was made against 
Porac by troops under Gen. MacArthur 
nud Geueial VVheaton. Tlie Filipinos 
were compelled to fall bnc-U, and Gen. 
Lawlon was sent up the Dagiipan Kail- 
road to establish a line from Guagua 
to Mexico toward tlie noitbejist. This 
line crossed tlie railroad and pointed 
directly toward San Isidro. It formed 
a good support to MacAntliur and also 
s?a\e Law ton a slight advance north- 
ward. Meanwhile, »s a further dher- 
sion, Gen. Schwau swepjt the country 
south of Manila. 


Simultaneously with Ms advance on 


Perez Dasmarinas, Gen. Young moved 
up the Ulo Grande to Arnyat. Gen 
Young's column and Gen. Lawton's 
column formed a flying -wedge with the 
apex at Arayat. At thJs time cascoes 
began to move up the river with sup- 
plies. Arayat became a provisional 
base until the country wras sufficiently 
cleared for Gen. Lawtou to advance 
from Onlumpit, where he hnd made 
his headquarters. 


The general advance began Tuesday 


ulght and a report from Gen. Otis indi- 
cates that San Isidro will soon be oc- 
cupied. 


This is Gen. Otis's latest despatch on 


the subject, received by the Adjutant- 
General:

miles south of San Isidro, this morn- 
ing. 
Thirty dojs' supplies and more 


at Calumpit to be forwaided; 3d and 
4th Cavalry with him under Young. 
Bell, 3<!tb Infantry, scouting uotth\\est 
Santa Rita with part of regiment, 
struck Filipinos, killing ami wounding 
scieral, capturing thirteen piis-ontrs, 
lifteen rifles." 


Sets Price on Agutnaldo. 


Manila. Oct. 19.—Gen. Otis Iins re- 


ceived messages purporting to come 
from* the insurgent General PIo del 
Pilar, offering to sell his nrmy and to 
delhcr Aguiualdo into the hands of the 
Americans. Although he is not satis- 
fled that this oflei- is authentic, it is 
not intrinsically improbable. Tlie pol- 
icy of Gen. Otis Is firmly set against 
buying any surrenders. 


Plo del Pilar offers for the sum of 


$30,000 to refrain from attacking Ma- 
nila with his nruiy for the sum of 
$2?0,000 he offers to surrender his army 
after a sham battle, both sides firing 
into the air; and for the sum of $500,- 
000 be says iie will procure the over- 
throw of the insurrection and the cap- 
ture of Aguiualdo, Paterno and other 
leaders.

years past the Smithsonian Institution 
has been watching and guarding with 
jrroat carp two IUIKO Amciirau eagles 
that have been making tlii'ir nests in 
the fawampg near Mount Vernon. A 
r-oloreil boy employed in Washington 
was out gunning yesterday in u boat 
near the swamp, when he heard what 
lie thought was the rry of a child in 
illstie'H, and, rowing toward the sound, 
he saw t\\o great oagles lighting over 
a young pig \\hidi they ha<l raptured. 
The hoy pushed hi* boat near the birds 
and joined in the light. Finding them- 
selves attacked, the eaglei tinned on 
the lad, .nul he had a terrific stn irgle 
with them, and finally killed one ot the 
birds and drove the other off. He then 
brought the dead bird to the city, and, 
takiuir it to the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion, it was at once recognized as one 
of the pets which for years had been 
watched and guarded by the officials. 
The record of the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion shows that they were perhaps the 
finest specimens of the pure Ameriran 
eagle in this vicinity. They had nested 
for some time near Mount Vernon in 
ihe marsh, and their nest was quite 
a curiosity. The birds had gathered 
and put m it a number of articles, in- 
cluding a biightlj painted decoy duck, 
a big reel ear of corn and several other 
objects distinguished for their bright

Tbe same condition 
of affairs is experienced at Baltimore, 
Norfolk and Newport News. There are 
few shippers, he says, who have the 
courage to take orders and guarantee 
prompt delivery. 


The extraordinary demand for coal by 


reason of the great activity in the in- 
dustrial world, and the inability of the 
railroads, on account of the great rush 
of business, to promptly transport, the 
ooal from the mines to the seaboard, are 
the two factors which have brought 
about ,tb£ shortage in the market. The 


reatest difficulty has been in the soft 


coal market though shipments of hard 
coal have also been delayed. Large 
hipnjents of soft coal fail to leach des- 
tination,as tbe coal is confiscated by the 
railroads for their own use.
